PARIS, Oct. 14.—Premier Laval, 
seeking to curb attacks in the 
French press on Great Britain, is- 
aued a statement yesterday in re- 
ply to papers which bitterly accused 
Britain of attempting to drag 
France into war with Italy.

His statement followed a protest 
by the British Ambassador, Sir 
George Edward Clerk, against a 
violent attack on England, pub- 
lished by the weekly Gringoire. 


“Perfidy and Pride.” 

This article, entitled “Should En 
gland Be Reduced to Slavery?” re- 
plied in the affirmative, and de- 
nounced Britain’s “perfidy, _— vio- 
lences and pride, which have made 
a victim of al] the peoples on earth.” 

The article continued: “British 
friendship is the most cruel gift the 
gods could give a people.” 

Laval who, authoritative sources 
said, expressed the Government’s 
regret for publication of the article, 
began his statement with an _ ex- 
pressed desire “to reassure French 
opinion.” 

“Without doubt the situation is 
delicate,” he said, “but Franco- 
British collaboration, which has 


been most cordially reaffirmed at /

Court should take jurisdiction. | 

After the Court’s action in Jan- 
uary, Mooney applied to the State. 
courts for release under a writ of | 
habeas corpus. On the refusal of | 
the lower courts to grant the writ 
he applied to the California Su- | 
preme Court which consented to 
pass on his contention. But, coun- | 
sel for Mooney told the Court here, 
the State Supreme Court “unlaw- 
fully delegated the hearing....to a | 
person not a Judge” but “a _ so- 
called referee or commissioner.’ 
His atturneys declared the Court | 
declined to let Mooney or his wit- | 
nesses or State witnesses, appear 
before it at any time, and had re- 
fused to hear “one word of testi- | 
mony.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14. The 
Census Bureau counted 19348 ats 
tomobile death toll at 33.980 today, 
a 15 per cent gain over 1933 and “a 
new all-time high 

It averaged the death rate at 
26.9 persons out of every 100,000 In 
1933, the rate was 23. In 1934, in 
addition, 1789 persons were killed 
in collisions between automobiles, 
railroad traina and street cars. 

Later fizures covering 86 major 
cities for the 52 weeks ended Sept. 
"S have indicated the death rate 
was continuing upward in 1935. 

Coinciding with -the Census Bu- 
reau figures was a statement from 
J. J. Pelley, president of the Asso- 
ciation of American Railroads, 
which said “not a single railroad 
passenger was killed in a train ac- 
cident on steam railroads in the 
United States in the first six 
months of 1935.” 

Twenty-Eight Trainmen Killed. 

Pelley said the passenger traffic 
volume in the half year aggregated 
8 600,000,000 miles, and “was equiv- 
alent to transporting one passen- 
eer around the world 344,000 times 
without fatal injury.” 

Fatalities to railroad trainmen in 
the six months was put at 28, com- 
pared with 42 in 1934's correspond- 
ing period. 

The Census Bureau said Nevada's 
1934 death rate of 73.4 per 100,000 
was the highest among the states 
and compared with Rhode Island's 
low of 14.6. Wyoming was placed 
second high with 45.25; Arizona 
third with 44.85 and California next 
with 42.62. The bureau added: 

“An unusual situation is revealed 
which shows that the four states 
having the highest dateh rates are 
in the West rather than the thick- 
ly settled Eastern states. This sit- 
uation may be caused by deaths of 
transients, but no statistics exist at 
the present time to prove this 
point.” 

Decreases in Only Three States. 

Only three states—Kansas, Dela- 
ware and New Hampshire—reduced 
their death rate from 1933 levels. 
Gains over 1933 in the remaining 
states ranged from Connecticut's 
2.07 per cent to Montana's 74.13 per 
cent. With the exception of Ver- 
mont, the percentage of gain was 
greatest in the Midwest, Far West 
and South. 

New Mexico's 42:12 per cent gain 
was the second largest in the na- 
tion. Mississippi was third with a 
41.02 per cent increase. 

Vermont gained 38.52 per cent, in 
contrast to neighboring New Hamp- 
shire’s decrease of 23.14. 

Missouri's automobile death rate 
increased 22.24 per cent during 1934 
over the previous year. Despite the 
increase, however, the Missouri 
death rate remained below the na- 
tional average.- The figure for the 
State was 25.66 persons per 100,000 
estimated population.

“Break to the Dime’’ 


HE Illinois Racing Commis- 
Sion certainly gave the State 


race tracks a “break.” 

It came in the form of a ruling 
on mutuel “breakage.” The re- 
lief afforded by the amended 
law this year permitted tracks 
to keep the breakage under a 
dime, whereas formerly they had 
to break to the penny. 

Breakage to a dime meant that 
in the settlement of mutuel tick- 
ets, the low unit of which is $2, 
the track was permitted to keep 
the fractional change under 10 
cents, to facilitate cashing tick- 
ets. 

That gave the track a maximum 
of 9 cents on a single ticket and 
an average of 4% cents on all 
tickets. With allowances, it fig- 
ured about 1% to 1% per cent 
of the total pool. 

The Illinois commission, how- 
ever construed the dime “break” 
to refer to a $1 unit, instead of 
to the $2 tickets. No dollar 
bets are possible on a race track, 
so that the actual breakage now 
is to 20 cents, instead of 10. The 
change paid back is in multiples 
of 20 cents, not 10. 

Apparently that increases the 
track’s “take” to about per 
cent and seems to bring the 
grand total for each race track 
up to 9 per cent. 

Other states now breaking to 
a dime do it on the basis of 10 
cents to the $2 ticket. However, 
Illinois tracks really need help. 
That 6% per cent allowance with 
a high daily license fee and 20 
cents tax on attendance, is hard 
to get along with, especially at 
Fairmount where the handle has

To the Editor. of the Post-Dispatch: 
INCE the fate of Forest Park is up for 


discussion, I have this to say: Nothing 

could be more heartbreaking than its 
present state. 

I remember as a child the wooded ex- 
panse that was Forest Park. It was my 


great privilege and pleasure to walk there 
occasionally-in summer and coast down its 
hills in winter. In those days, it was what 
the name implies, and the River des Peres 
was a phrase to conjure with. 

As the forests around St. Louis 
peared, how wonderful it would have been 
to have preserved the park in all its vir- 
ginal beauty—a memorial of pioneering 
days. Oh, for an ancient elm, a venerable 
oak or a gnarled historic yew tree to which 
one might point with pride! Oh, for a shel- 
tered lane, a “trotting stream’! For a haven 
wherein to rest—a shady nook for reverie. 

Once the pipe and whistle of rare birds 
filled the springtime air Wild flowers 
grew in profusion. Limpid streams rippled 
drowsily over brown beds, while slender wil- 
lows, reeds and lush grasses fringed the 
banks in superb artistry. That was Forest 
Park, fraught with boundless potentialities. 

What we now have is entirely different. 
This some-time sylvan retreat is fast being 
turned into a monte bank and hurdy-gurdy 
ground. When a building goes up at La- 
clede and Grand, I look to see Ringling 
Bros. circus pitch its tents on the corner of 
the park across from the Chase Hotel. Shall 
Wwe sit quiescent while the park evolves into 
a cheap carnival playground and variety 
amusement center?

Where will our poets, artists and musi- 
cians turn for inspiration? Where our tired 
business men for relaxation and rest? How 
sordid and forbidding is the entrance at 
Union avenue! There is something lacking. 
One views it with a sinking heart. 

Forest Park should always have had a 
fence around it. It is like a beautiful de- 
spoiled woman—shorn of all dignity and re- 
serve—desolate, defenseless, alone, an object 
of pity and contempt. 

The entrance to a park should be like 
the entrance to the Garden of Eden. An 
angel should be there with a flaming sword. 
Are the parks of a city an expression of 
its refinement, culture and taste? Parks 
should be honored and revered. 

I have in mind a few parks as an ex- 
ample: Hampton Court out of London, 
Kensington Garden and the King’s own 
Hyde Park in London, with its many guards 
and the lengthy preamble which is posted 
at every entrance setting forth the rules 
and regulations that govern it: “No person 
shall destroy or injure any tree, shrub or 
plant or pluck any flower, bough or leaf,” 
etc., and which is, with notable exceptions 
such as the King’s jubilee procession day, 
closed and locked at night. 

Or the Luxembourg Gardens, or, more 
beautiful still, St. Cloud, on the edge of 
Paris. A large notice proclaims to all and 
sundry that this is the “Domain National 
de St. Cloud.” One enters through formid- 
able, tall iron gates, over. age-old ankle- 
breaking cobblestones; but once inside, one’s 
knees almost give way at the sheer beauty 
of the place. 

Its noble marble steps, balustrades and

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parapets. The exquisite marquetry of its 
esplanades. Its terraces, fountains and 
statuary, beautiful flower beds and mar- 


velously trimmed and trained rosé trees. 
Its shaded allees, stately driveways, well- 
kept shrubbery and always the mysterious 
beckoning forest revealing dim pools and 
silver lakes—make a scene of indescribable 
loveliness, St. Cloud conveys a sense ‘of roy- 
alty. It was here, perhaps, that Paul Ver- 
laine was inspired to write: 
“The melancholy moonlight sweet and

That makes to dream the birds upon 
the tree 

And in their polished basins of white 
stone 

The fountains tall to sob-with ecstasy.” 


Last year, while I was walking in Forest 
Park, a rustling sound caused me to pause 
near one of the few remaining thickets. I 
saw through the underbrush what I first 
took to bé some drifting brown leaves, but 
what proved to be about a dozen quail. One 
bird leading the way, the others tiptoeing 
daintily after. I stood entranced. I did not, 
however, escape a pang, for they looked ha- 
rassed, disturbed. Are they there this year? 
Will they be there next? Have they made 
their last stand or are they still “moving 
on’? 

Do we not love our park? Have we no 
thought of the future? I think it isn’t 
that we do not care but that we are so 
occupied with other things, and the gravity 
of the situation has not yet dawned on us. 

It is too bad the park cannot be closed 
and given some time to recover from the 
mauling it receives each year. Shall we rest 
Supine and allow this sanctuary to be fur- 
ther despoiled? 

May it come, soon, under intelligent, com- 
petent, interested management — a group 
with lofty souls and a far-flung love of 
nature.

Le emmys the Italian port in Eritrea,

And Problem 


~ Of Behavior

AM certain that a lot of the 
trouble we have with ailing chil- 
dren is owing to poor food. They 
eat the wrong thing at the wrong 
time and under wrong conditions. 
An that’s why their meal-time 
should be carefully supervised. 

We have a child who was very 
much underweight. He was a source 
of worry to his parents and his 
teachers. Such a jumpy little thing. 
The teacher helped him. The nurse 
gave him a list of the things he 
should eat. The doctor instructed 
him as to what to do. But all to 
no avail. Wee Willie didn’t gain. His 
conduct didn’t improve the least 
bit. 

“Something must be wrong,” said 
the nurse. “If he ate as we told 
him to eat, if he rested, if he slept 
he would gain. He hasn’t gained 
an ounce in a week. He is no bet- 
ter than when we began.” 

The next day she followed the 
child at lunch time. To her amaze- 
ment he went straight to the near- 
by store where there were plenty 
of sweets to be had. He selected one 
cream-puff, one chocolate’ eclair, 
one spice cake, one peanut bar, and 
he was carrying this load of contra- 


band to his corner when _ she 
pounced upon him. 
“So this is where you come! 


Young man after this you eat where 
we can see you.” 

Children who are not thriving, 
children who can’t behave, children 
who aren't doing well, should be 
forbidden to eat at the corner can- 
dy shop. They should be forbidden 
‘to leave the school during lunch 
hour. Their money accounts should 
be carefully scrutinized. They 
should be regularly weighed and 
their diets adjusted to their needs. 
For it is the duty of the school 
and the home to preserve their 
health and to maintain their 
growth. No matter what comes or 
goes they must be fed properly. 

A child behaves according to his 
feelings. Mistaken eating will 
make a child feel like a little fiend 
and he will behave like one. It is 
easy to manage a healthy child. 
His mischief is only the expression 
of good spirits. But the behavior 
of an undernourished child is an- 
other matter altogether. If you 
want to appreciate what I mean, 
go without food until your head 
swims or you have an attack of in- 
testinal indigestion. Then you'll 
understand the importance of prop- 
er feeding. Remember this: conduct 
and accomplishment depend upon 
nutrition. 

There should be a place in ev- 
ery school where the undernour- 
ished can sit and eat and chat a 
little after luncheon, where they can 
relax and tell jokes. Why not? 
School is a place of living. If we 
gave these children a chance to 
eat their luncheons in pleasant sur- 
roundings, if we made the lunch 
room attractive, allowed rest and 
recreation, we could be conferring 
upon them health of mind as well 
as health of body. 

I am not saying that if an ailing 
child is properly fed he will be an 
angel, but I am saying that if he 
isn’t properly fed he will not be- 


come a healthy normal child,

Unmarried Father and Runaway Grandmother Among Aid Society's Problems 


By Marguerite Martyn 


NM unmarried father, desert- 
ed, with a baby in his arms, 
asking assistance — did any- 
one ever hear of that phenome- 
non? We have unmarried mothers 
in our case records, nineteen in a 
year, but an unmarried father was 
something new to us.” Miss Cath- 
erine Dunn, chief of social workers 
for the Travelers’ Aid society at 
Union Station, was sifting through 
a file of case records, 10,808 for one 
year. Most of them represented 
just grist for her mill, cases han- 
died and cleared within three days, 
for that is the general rule of this 
service which deals solely with the 
difficulties of transients. “Quick 
investigation and quick adjustment 
is the type of social work we do,” 
it was explained. “A case not 
cleared within three days is sup- 
posed to become the problem of 
some affiliated relief agency.”

One Man Says World Should 
Be Ruled by Council of 
Physicians.

But cuch shilly- Dr. Clendening 
shallying has got 

to stop, unless man is going to dis- 
appoint Dr. Barnes’ expectations, 
because we are at the “crisis in 
contemporary civilization,” and “it 
is high time that students of his- 
tory recognize that all is not well 
in the modern world, and accustom 
themselves to the idea of social 
change.” The same viewpoint is 
expressed by another writer, Dr. 
Cc. C. Hurst, in “Heridity and the 
Ascent of Man.” 

“If man determines to take a 
hand in his own destiny, intellectual 
progress will be rapid and mor 
rapid with each generation. On the 
other hand, if he refuses to act on 
the new knowledge, intellectual 
progress will.be slow and intermit- 
tent as in the past, since natural 
selection favors a dominant medi- 
ocrity.” 

That, of course, is improvement 
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by immigration authorities to inves- 
tigate at this end of the line before 
they are allowed to proceed. If ev- 
erything is as represented, we meet 
them, if desired, and witness their 
weddings. One of our interventions 
I am sure averted a case of white 
Slavery. The evil uncle of the in- 
tended bridegroom intercepted let- 
ters and planned to meet the pretty 
young Syrian girl himself. Given 
the name and address we found 
the young man in the case was not 
expecting his fiancee so soon and 
had not sent the moneY she had 
received for her passage. One clew 
led to another until guilt was laid 
at the door of the old uncle whom 
we found living in vicious surround- 
ings from which it would have been 
hard for an ignorant girl lured 
there to escape.” 

“Children under 16. traveling 
alone, this is one of our largest 
classifications,” said Miss Dunn, “In 
this one year’s file are 1035. The 
rush season in this department is 
just after school closes and just be- 
fore school opens. Children of di- 
vorced parents are being’ shifted 
from the custody of one to the other 


or children are being sent on vaca- 
tion visits. We meet them on re- 
quest or the trainmen bring them 
to us, help -hem make their con- 
nections and take charge of them 
between trains. Often they arrive 
with lunch boxes unopened, spend- 
ing money depleted and sick from 
eating too many sweets. Parents 
should Know it is better to arrange 
for their feeding by those with 
whom they are put in charge.” 

«It is when we can do a little 
follow-up work that I feel our work 
is most constructive,” remarked 
Miss Dunn. “It isn’t in our bar- 
gain of dealing only with difficul- 
ties in transit but it is gratifying 
to hear from ciients afterward, as 
in these two typical runaway boy 
and runaway girl cases, that the lift 
we have given has helped to 
straighten out troubles from which 
they were running away.” 


“An 11-year-old girl with a bun- 
dle under her arm was seen eyeing 
the fruit and candy store displays, 
clutching a shabby purse but never 
buying anything,” she related. “It 
was not easy to gain her confi- 
dence. Numerous questions brought 
no information until we asked, ‘Is 
your mother living?’ ‘My mother 
died three years ago,’ she sobbed, 
and the ice was broken. A father 
and brother had expected her to 
take the place of the mother who 
had succumbed to overwork on 
the farm. With a little apprecia- 
tion, slender shoulders and willing 
hands might have found the drudg- 
ery supportable but added to this 
and the monotony of never seeing 
anybody, never going anywhere, 
not even to the ‘nice little church,’ 
there had been the backwoodsmen’s 
code of keeping a woman in her 
place. ‘I would scrub the floor 
with sand, then the boys would 
come tramping in and muddy it all 
up,’ she said. ‘Pa was partial to 
the boys and never took my part 
when they tormented me. So I ran 
away. I kept enough out of the 
egg money, a little at a time, to 
buy my ticket. But that’s the only 
thing I ever did wrong, honest it 
is. Food, a bath, a night’s sleep 
on a cot under the watchful eye 


of the night worker and she bee 
gan to wonder if Pa was worried 


about her. He'd ‘whoop’ her, of 
course, but she would like to see 
her little sister. Presently upon

These are the 
ones the Travelers’ Aid is looking 
for and with practiced eye recog- 
nizes at a glance.

All cases are 
sent to the receiving desk down a 
narrow corridor off the main floor 
waiting room where the persons are 
interviewed, their trouble at once 
adjusted or sent to the clearing 
desks on the second floor. Often it 
is only a lost ticket, lost pocketbook, 
lost address, failure to be met, infor- 
mation about places to stay or to 
go. Or it may be something vital 
and desperate. 


Trains arrive thick and fast in 
the early morning and late evening 
hours. The Travelers’ Aid has toe 
do some fast stepping to meet them 
all. Between trains all she has 
to do is patrol the station, for the 
Travelers’ Aid is one trouble shoot- 
er who does not wait to be called 
but is constantly on the lookout for 
trouble. 


not by the imposition of a new so- 
cial system, but by the application 
of biological laws—eugenics. And it 
is when we begin to formulate what 
we want from genetics that we un- 
cover its theoretical inadequacy. 
To improve the entire race and cre- 
ate a general advance of intellec- 
tual prowess would be ruinous: be- 
cause one man out of a million pop- 
ulation—125 truly advanced men in 
this country—can furnish us more 
progress in science, medicine, en- 
gineering, industrialization and eco- 
nomics than we can easily absorb 
in one generation. The rest of us 
must be content with, and need only 
be qualified for, humble tasks. 

And indeed the examples of fam- 
ilies which have maintained a high 
standard of hereditary selection— 
the Roosevelts and the Edwardses— 
show that they have attained mere- 
ly a higher level of mediocrity. They 
have produced jurists, physicians, 
college professors, bankers—in gen- 
eral, neither laborers nor leaders. 
If we turn to the starry-eyed 
geniuses of the world—Shakespeare, 
Dickens, Keats, Lincoln, Pasteur, 
Newton, Edison, Ford—we find 
they sprang from parents of just 
that level of dominant mediocrity 
that Dr. Hurst sees as the product 
of our present natural selection. 

What eugenics could do, if en- 
forced, would very probably be to 
cut down the birth of feeble-minded 
and mentally deficient, which have 
become an enormous burden on the 
social structure, 

Another plan for saving civiliza- 
tion is that of Dr. Alexis Carrel (in 
“Man, the Unknown”), who believes 
the world should be ruled by a 
Council of Doctors of Medicine to 
whom the political rulers of the 
world would come for orders. 

“Their silent meditation would 
protect the inhabitants of the new 
city from the mechanical inventions 
which are dangerous for their body 
or their mind, from the whims of 
the specialists in education, nutri- 
tion, morals, sociology.” 

At any rate, we might give the 
doctors a trial. They couldn’t do 
any worse than the politicians.
